The tolling of the bell of St. Joseph's 

atbedral was the first announcement 
a( the bishop had paaaed to hia re- 
irard. The news of the bishop's death 
came aa a shock to priest and layman, 
Catholic and Protestant. 

One of the first to call to express re- 
gret at the bishop's daath waa ^ Dr. 
Washingtoa Oladdan. 

Bishop Watterson returned home 
from Washington Saturday in appar- 
ently good health, but while away he 
had a severe fainting spell, and was 
quartered at the Ebbltt House for two 
daya He attended to his customary 
duties Saturday, and in the evening he 
was quite fatigued. Sunday morning 
he appeared to be much refreshed and 
aasiated at tl^e 8:30 jnaajk His brother, 
Mr. A. V. X>. It. WattenioB, the well 
known Pittsburg attorney, was with 
bim during the morning arranging 
matters for the propo.-td foreign tour. 
The two brothers intended sailing for 
Europe May 8. and the blahop con- 
tamplated leaving Colambua next Sun- 
clay. Sunday afternoon was the time 
fixed for confirmation at St. Mary's 
Church, on Soutb Third street, and not- 
wlthaUndlnff ila eiifeebled^ coaditlon 
the bisbop determined, admlnlatfr 
the sacrement. He carried out his in- 
tentions and for neiirly two hours he 
assisted in the services, and late in the 
afternoon be confirmed a class of 111 
cmujraa ud. adulta., Bvw aince his 
elevation to the bislbopric. Bishop Wat- 
terson has made It a point to lecture 
to the children on confirmation day, 
and warn them against the evils ysf 
Intemperanoe. For the flr^t time Sun- 
day he waa unequal to titm taek. and 
aftnr administering the sacrament and 
giving a few words of advice, he re- 
turned to his residence. Sunday even- 
Ipg be tOQk a drive and returned home 
at an early hour. He want to hia bed 
chamber unobaerved, and not until 
Monday morning waa it known that he 
spent the night in a chair !n hia bed 
room. 

After giving him a drink of water 
Mra. Curry, the housekeeper, noticed 
the bishop breathed hard. She noti- 
fied Father Charles ^atteraon. 

The only ones present at tha death 
were Fathera Watterson and Kaaalar. 
Mrs. Curry and Miss Wiaa. 

Bkatah 4t Utit. 

Deceased was born May 27, 1844, In 
6iairsviile, Pa. He was graduated in 
1866. He was appointed bishop o( the 
dloceae of Oolumbus and conaecrated 
kng. I. 1880. 

President McKlnley was his friend, 
and he it was who presided at the fam- 
ous banquet gl»en In honor ,of the 
bisbM.ai which no wlae waa allowed. 
On. tia ideation of temperance the 
bishop took a firm stand, and on this 
question alone be attained a national 
reputation. His famous edict 18M 
created a furdre at the time. 

The deceased luus but three brothers 
now living. "They are Theodore ot 
thl^ city. A. V. D. R. of Pittsburg and 
James Wattersou of St. Louis. Ekiltor 
ll^ary Watterson of Louisville is his 
eouaiiik. 

It la thought that tha tnnaral will 
iM held Thursday. 

Archbishop Elder of Cincinnati will 
have charge of the arrangements, as 
he prsaldaa over the archdioceae. 
ttalM ttoraiman ot Cleveland will in 
•nlrbbtbillty assist him. In addition 
to these it is expected that a number 
of other archbishops and bishops will 
attend, also Monslgnor MartinelU, tha 
apostolic delegate. 

According to present arrangements 
the remains will be interred in Mt. 
Calvary cemetery, in a lot selected by 
the bl^ap. 

Hia predeceaaor, Rt Rev. Sylvester 
H. Rosecrans, the first bishop of Co- 
lumbus, who died Oct. L'l, 1878, was 
buried in a crypt in the basement of 
J3t. Joseph's cathedral, and this may 
also, be done with the remains of 
Bishop Watterson. 

It will be Incumbent upon Arch- 
bishop Elder to appoint an adminis 
trator tor the dioceaa, and Vicar 0«n- 



eral Rev. F. X. Specht of St, Mary's 
church will in all probability raMve 
the honor. 

It will be necessary to call a meeting 
of the priests of the diocese at once to 
arrange for a successor to the dead 
bishop. While the pope has the ap 
pointing power, it is customary to re- 
spect the wishes of tha prieata who 
live in a diocese where a bishop is to 
appointed. At this meeting, which is 
to be held in Colurahu."i, the priests 
will agree upon two of their number, 
whose names will be sent to the pope, 
and from theae two names a aelection 
will be made. Until this is done tha 
admini8tr4tor will have chargO Of th9 
affairs at the diocese.

The building, which is 11 stories 
high, waa built by the notorious Jabez 
Spencfr ^Ifour, the,torm|r m^inber 
rf psrl^amiBnt, wko wafc i ^aa fi Hafble fdr 
the collapse of the' building association 
and other companies by which thou 
sands of people were ruinM, and who 
ia now undergoing a aentenca of 14 
years of panal aerritude aa a raault of 
his conviction on charges of fraud. 

It practically adjoins the house oc- 
cupied by Sir Herbert Naylor-Leylaiid 
Bart, Liberal member of parliament 
for tha Sputhport division of Lanca 
shlra, whose wife was Miss Jennie 
Chaml>erlain of Cleveland, Q. 

The fire bioke out In the lower part 
of the building and spread up th« ele- 
vator, shaft with great rapidity. The 
flamea involved the upper stories b»> 
fore their occupants were aware of 
the danger. When the alarm was 
raised the affrighted servants dropped 
from the top windows to a veranda on 
the ninth story. The residents of the 
lower stories streamed out of the build 
ing carrying what tbay could ot tkelr 
belongings.

Canton, April 17.— The third week 

of the trial cf Mrs. Anna K. George for 
murdering (ieorge L). Saxton, brother 
of Mrs. McKinley, promises to attract 
larger chrowds even than those of laat 
week. 

As many of the corrot)oratlve Wit- 
nesses of the state will not be called, 
It Is expected that the prosecution will 
conclude its examination of wltneaaes 
at once, and then thb defenaa begfhs 
with a list of wltnesaes that" will con- 
tinue the case through next week. 

The testimony so far has been a re- 
ciUl of tbc tragedy of Oct. 7. 1898, 
when Oeorge D. Saxton, a wealthy 
bachelor was shot as he was entering 
the residerce of Mrs. Althouse for an 
evening call. Saxion s former rela- 
tions with Mrs. George have been 
brought out on the theory that he had 
quit hia attentiona to Mrs. ' Oeorge 
after forming an attachment for Mrs. 
Althouse and that uio jealousy of the 
d< fi ndant was the cause of the mur- 
der. 

The two star witneaaea for the mor- 
bid curiosity of the crowds at the court 

house are yet to be heard, and they are 
the two widows in the case — Mrs. Alt- 
bouse and Mrs. George. 

The atate baa been wanting Mrs. 
Althouse, but she baa been in hiding 
and could not be found. It is claimed 
that the defense will never let up till 
Mrs. Althouse is brought into <ouit. 
On the fatal night when Saxton rode 
to her houae on hia bicycle, Mra. Alt- 
house was not at home, and it is said 
that Saxton was called to tne scene 
of his death by a decoy letter. 

So far as public curiosity goes, there 
is more interest taken in the antici- 
pated appearance of Mra. Althouse 
than in Mrs. Oeorge taking the witness 
stand in her own defi'nse. 

The defense has not outlined its the- 
ory or chain of evidence) but it Is gen- 
erally expected that there are aeveral 
surprises in store for this week, espe- 
cially If the examination extends into 
all the alleged wrongs Mrs. George 
claims to have suffered after deserting 
her husband tor Saxton. Much inter- 
est is taken in the appearance of Mayor 
Rice to testify regardlnR the story nf 
Police Sergeant Hesler, who said the 
mayor told him wb^re to find the re- 
volver. 

Although Mrs. Ctoorge haa been in 

Jail over six months, she Is passing 
thro\igh the oiileal with composure. 

'1 lie court rule(l out all testimony 
previously offered tending to show that 
Mayor Rice bad been counsel for Mrs. 
Oeorge. 

The revolver was offered and accept- 
ed in eviiiciii e. The threatening let- 
ter, identified by Postofilce Clerk Barr, 
waa offered and ruled out for the pres- 
ent by the court on the ground that It 
had not been shown that the accused 
put it into circulation or gave it to 
any one. 

Uriah Henry, who started out with 
PoJ Iceman Haaler. was allowed to say 
that he left the poliejRmaa near where 

the revolver was found. 

Mrs. McAllister was recalled to tell 
why Saxton did not pay Mrs. Georges 
board after 1897, as he had until then, 
according to what. Mra. Oeorgo had 
told the witness. The testimony was 
excluded. 

Miss August Susky, a milliner, who 
lives near the scene of the tragedy, 
testified to having been in a poaitlon 
where Ao one could beve left the Alt- 
house steps except to the south, with- 
out beini seen by the wltnoaa. 

In the re-direct examination Miss 
Susky said that standing on tue oppo- 
alte pide of the street frt>m the steps 
of the Althouse residence she could 
and did recognize men. Her sister, 
Louisa Susky, substantiated her tes- 
timony In nearly every detail. 

The hearing of Mrs. Oeorge waa re- 
aoned with former Sergeant Haaler. 
who found tlbe gun and iwho was intro- 
duced' Saturday on the stand. He was 
rlRldly cross-examined by Mr. Welty. 
He again denied that he had sought to 
have a reward otered tor the finding 
of the gun.

Philadelphia. April 17.— The second 
week of the trial of ex-Senator Quay 
on the charge of (■on^pil•al■y began with 
tbe commonwealth's expert account- 
ant. Meyer Ooldsmith, on the sund. 

The first question put to Mr. Oold- 
smith was relative to his identification 
of a paper showing the results of his 
examination of the bank's Looks. 
These, lie sftjd, were correct. District 
Attorney Rothermel offered the paper 
In evidence, but waa net by atrenuooa 
obipctiona from Mr. Shieida tor the de* 
fense. 

Judge BIddle sustained the objection, 
saying that such a paper takea the 
same poaltion as the deposition of n 
witness, and can not be admitted on 
the same rule of proceedure that ex- 
cludes a deposition. 

The effect of this decision is to re- 
quire the physical examination of all 
the entries In every book. It will un- 
doubtedly add some days to the length 
of the trial. 

The district attorney asked the wit- 
ness how many semi-annual settle 
ments for call loan borrowera the 
books showed. Expert Ooldsmith tes- 
tiilt-d that during the period from April 
30, IS'JG, to Oct. 31, 1896. the common- 
wealth's deposit in the People's bank 
ranged from $450,000 to (615,000.

I>r. Tbomaa Manley, a distinguished

hasty and indiscriminate amputation uf 
a mangled limb, or of parts of a limb, is 
actually "a crime," and that the criminal 
on.'ht t ) he helil to severe account. The 
whole category of "classic amputations," 
he eayt, abonld be totally disregarded, 
and insists that the one guidini; princi- 
ple, in all circumstances of civil life, 
should be to »pareandpre»ene. The med- 
i al ptintfiit is no longer tau^'lit to phapc 
uia tidpn an if he were a tailor working un 
a job, and a thoughtful, thoroughbred 
surgeon no longer whacks at an injured 
leg merely to get a little applause from 
the pit. "Modern surgical science and 
art," he says, "have so revolutionised the 
treatment of crushed limbs that the term 
(inij,iit'iiii>ii should lie cxpungpil fioni all 
text books on surgery and its practice 
tnerely inUrdieled" Improved surgical 
nietliod.s are now saving liiiibn, or iinpor- 
taut parts of limbs that under the stupid 
and brutal methods of the past were 
needlessly and irretrievably lost. The 
recovery may be prolonged— "months 
instead of weeks," he aays, but with 
asepsis, antisepsis, patience and skill, 
both structure and function can be saved, 
and science will no longer be accused of 
■tapid oomplicitv with accident in the 
daatroction of life and limb. 

Doctor Mauley notes with gratifloation 
tha almost unanimous adoptkm of thaae 
viewa at home and abroad.
